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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 7/5/07. Accordingly, claims 
1 3-23 are currently pending. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 13-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
-Regarding independent claim 13, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests a 

roadway communication system comprising a plurality of road transmission antennas, and a 
vehicle mounted device receiving electromagnetic waves radiated from the road transmission 
antennas, wherein the road transmission antennas each have a specific polarization characteristic 
different from each other and radiate the same cell with the waves carried at the same frequency 
and containing the same content, and the vehicle mounted device comprises a plurality of vehicle 
reception antennas for a diversity reception, the plurality of vehicle reception antennas each 
having a polarization characteristic different from each other for receiving the waves radiated 
from the road transmission antennas. 

-Regarding independent claim 19, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests a 
roadway communication system comprising a vehicle mounted device, and a plurality of road 
reception antennas for receiving electromagnetic waves radiated from the vehicle mounted 
device, wherein the vehicle mounted device comprises vehicle transmission antennas each 
having a polarization characteristic different from each other for radiating electromagnetic waves 
modulated with vehicle data, and the plural road reception antennas each having a polarization 
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characteristic different from each other are disposed to provide directivity to the same cell for a 
diversity reception.
